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9.57% Rate ‘A Dream’ 


Selectmen Aim Fu. 
Ten-Year Bonding 
For School Project

Andover is aiming for Jan. 15 as the date 
it will offer $13 million in bonds for sale, to 
fund the school building project now un- 
derway. 

But the selectmen may be “dreaming” 
if they expect to get the 9.5 percent inter- 
est rate promised to 1980 town meeting, 
they were told Monday night 

The board voted once again to sell the 
bonds in a ten-year issue, rather than a 15- 
year issue, because they are likely to be 
offered lower interest rates for the shorter 

- issue — which would be more attractive to 
buyers, as well. The selectmen originally 
voted in favor of a ten-year issue in Au- 
gust 

With interest rates still much higher 
than town officials had hoped, Town Trea- 
surer Myron H. Muise, along with John 

Begley and Paul Wheeler of New England 

Merchants Bank, asked the board if they 

still wanted to sell the bonds next month 

The town will have the option of reject- 
ing all bids if the interest rates are too 
high, Wheeler said. The board directed the 
bankers to continue working toward a Jan. 
15 issue 

Begley said he would “strongly sug- 
gest’’ the town remove the 9.5 percent 
interest rate restriction from the bond 
Sale, even if it meant calling a special 
town meeting for the town’s approval. 

‘“We have been trying like crazy to avoid 
a special town meeting,’’ Chairman Nor- 
ma Gammon responded. 

The town has a good chance of getting a 
10.5 to 11 percent rate next month, Begley 
explained, basing that assumption on rates 
towns comparable to Andover have at- 
tained for bond issues this month. 

A year from now, interest rates could be 
up to 14 or 15 percent, he said. 

If the selectmen hope to get 9.5 percent 
by waiting out the current high rates, they 
“might be dreaming,’’ Wheeler added. 
“Historically, once bonds reach a peak 
and then drop, they never reach their 
previous low again,”’ he said. 

“Invariably, they go higher,” Begley 
told the board. 

The selectmen are probably not legally 
bound to 9.5 percent, Selectman Donn 
Byrne said, but they are ‘‘morally’’ bound 
to that restriction, because it was part of 

the presentation made to town meeting. 
“That's what they voted on,” he said. 

“At the very least we are talking about 
it being a town meeting issue,’ Susan 
Poore added. 
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But the treasurer said he would prefer § 


not to go back to a tewn meeting for an 
override of the restriction. ‘I don’t feel 
we should accept anything over 9.5 per- 
cent,’’ Muise said. ‘‘We have that restric- 
tion, and I feel we have to live with that.” 

Renewing the debate on whether to sell 
a 10- or 15-year issue, Poore and Edward 
Harris said they favor a longer issue be- 
cause it would put some of the tax burden 
on future townspeople.

culated snapshots from last winter to 
show that cars parked on the sidewalk did 
not get in the way of snowplows. 


The residents petitioned the board near- 
ly a year ago to let them park on the 
street, and the selectmen at that time 
settled on sidewalk parking as a compro- 
mise, for a one-year trial period. Homsey 
told the board the residents had no drive- 
ways, no room to build driveways, and no 
safe place to park. 


Former Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
had suggested they park on a short street 
that connects Enmore to Linwood Road, a 
solution acceptable to the DPW director 
But the residents said the road was too far 
from their homes for them to walk on 
winter nights, especially during emergen- 
cies. 

Police Chief James Johnson this week 
told the selectmen he was opposed to 


granting the exemption. he pointed out 
that townspeople who live on North Main 
Street and in other parts of town have 
made arrangements for off-street parking 
during the winter, even if they have to 
park on their lawns. 

“The town has a liability to all 30,000 
people in the town,”’ the chief said. “That 
should be taken into consideration. This 
should be addressed as an overall town 
policy.” 

He added that the houses on Enmore 
Street are not new homes, asking, ‘‘Where 
did the people (who lived there in the past) 
park before this?’’ (Last year, the resi- 
dents said they used to park on any empty 
lot on the street, but a house now stands on 
that lot.) 

DPW Director Bob McQuade agreed 
that ‘‘all over town, people have found 
other places to park’’, and that many have 
to walk some distance from their parking

WASHINGTON -- Decem- 
ber 8 was the first anniver- 
sary of the killing of John 
Lennon, the ex-Beatle. He 
was gunned down by a man 
using a cheap handgun 
known as a Saturday Night 
Special. 

Less than four months 
later, President Reagan was 
shot by a would-Be assassin 
using a similar cheap pistol. 
A Secret Service man and a 
Washington police officer 
were badly hurt. The presi- 
dent’s press secretary, Jim 
Brady, was also severely 
wounded. 

Has anything happened 
since these two horrifying 
events? Well, for one thing, 
the ranks of the anti- 
handgun lobby have grown 
enormously. A year ago, one 
Washington-based anti-gun 
lobby -- Handgun Control, 
Inc. -- had 80,000 members. 
Now it has 600,000. 

At the same time, howev- 
er, peas cs like the 
National Rifle Association 
have gone on the offensive. 
They are trying to shoot 
down the 1968 Gun Control 
Act. 

This legislation was a 
modest enough effort to con- 
trol the ease with which 
criminals can get possession 
of handguns. it didn’t even 
come close to confiscating 


NRA still attacking 
1968 gun-control law 


handguns, as the gun lobby 
would have the public 
believe. Yet the NRA and its 
friends in Congress are 
determined to rip the guts 
out of the Gun Control Act. 

One provision of the 1968 
law gives the Treasury 
Department authority to 
conduct surprise inspections 
of the nation’s gun dealers’ 
shops. it’s a reasonable way 
to make sure that gun deal- 
ers are keeping proper 
records of the people they 
sell their guns to. 

Last year alone, the 
Treasury staged 11,500 of 
these surprise inspections. 
The raids resulted in 
charges against 2,500 gun 
dealers for various viola- 
tions of the law. 

Now the pro-gun crowd 
wants to amend the law to 
prevent the Treasury from 
making these unannounced 
inspections. The gun lobby’s 
supporters in Congress 
include Sen. James McClure, 
R-Idaho, and Rep. Harold 
Volkmer, D-Mo. 

. The amendment would 
make it easier for convicted 
felons to buy firearms. It 
would also make it easier to 
ship handguns illegally from 
one state to another. 

QADDAFI’S LIST: Two 
months ago, we reported 
that Libyan dictator Muam- 
mar Qaddafi had put Presi- 
dent Reagan on his hit list.

As we reported, Qaddafi 
boasted of his intention to 
assassinate Reagan in a tele- 
phone call to another leftist 
dictator, Mengistu Haile 
Mariam of Ethiopia. The 
National Security Agency 
intercepted the telephone 
conversation. 

Since that first 
U.S. officials 
firmed that President 
Reagan is indeed on 
Qaddafi’s hit list -- as well 
as Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig and Defense Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger. 
Both Cabinet members have 
been put under tight security 
as a result. 

We can now report that 
American diplomats over- 
seas are also in danger. And 
there’s an ugly aspect of 
Qaddafi’s assassination 
lans for American officials: 

hose of Jewish descent are 
the likeliest targets. 

One able U.S. diplomat 
who happens to be Jewish is 
Maxwell Rabb, the ambas- 
sador to Italy. He has 
already received threats 
against his life. 

There are other Jews in 
the American foreign ser- 
vice who present likely tar- 
gets for Qaddafi's assassina- 
tion squads. Apparently 
Qaddafi, as a militant 
Moslem, figures that killing 
an American diplomat is a 
worthy goal in itself.

High school wrestling, dropped from the 
interscholastic sports lineup this year, is 
more a victim of lack of student interest 
than Proposition 24, the athletic director 
told the School Committee Tuesday night. 

‘There are some very fine wrestlers in 
the town of Andover,’’ Athletic Director 
Richard Swift said. ‘‘Unfortunately, there 
just don’t seem to be enough of them.”’ 

The sport was dropped this year to help 
trim the budget under 2%. But earlier this 
month, one parent appealed to the school- 
men to reconsider, pointing to the low cost 
of the sport and suggesting that it could be 
funded in large part by user fees 

‘I would hate to see wrestling become a 
symbolic cut, rather than a real cut,”’ 
parent James Fox told the committee. 
‘‘Wrestling is a very worthwhile endeavor 
for boys of all shapes, sizes and weights.” 

Asked to explain why wrestling is not 
offered this year, Swift said he has “‘tried 
to promote’ the sport among students 
since 1973, but ‘‘the participation level 
was just not there.”’

Tax Bills 
In Mail 
And Due 


Estimated tax bills are now in the mail, 
and payments will be due Jan. 20. Taxes 
not paid by that date will be subject to 14 
percent interest from Dec. 20, according 
to Myron H. Muise, tax collector and trea- 
surer. 

Assessor William Russell explains that 
each estimated bill equals one-half of a 
taxpayer's fiscal 1981 bill, less any exemp- 
tions or abatements granted. That figure 
will be the net tax paid for the semi-annual 
bill due last May 1. 

Taxpayers’ who believe their fiscal 1982 
tax will be greater than their fiscal 1981 
tax — those who have made im- 
provements to their property, for instance 
— may pay more than the estimated tax 

Actual tax bills, based on the new tax 
rate and new valuations, will be mailed by 
mid-March, and will be adjusted for pay- 
ment made on the estimated bill 

Any property-owner who does not re- 
ceive an estimated bill should contact the 
assessors office for proper parcel identifi 
cation before making payment to the tax 
collector, Russell says 

The tax office will be open 8:30 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. Monday through Friday, and 6 
p.m. to 8 p.m. on the Monday nights of 
Dec. 28, Jan. 4 and Jan. 11. The office will 
be open 8:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. on Thursday, 
Dec. 24

Making 
Computers 


Friendlier 


The telecommunications and computer industries 
must work together to make computers ‘‘friendlier’’ if 
the benefits of the Information Age are to be accepted 
by society, Soloman J. Buchsbaum, executive vice 
president of Bell Laboratories, said recently. 

Speaking at the 1981 Annual Conference in Los An- 
geles of the Association for Computing Machinery, 
Buchsbaum said the full potential of the Information 
Age will not be realized until people are able to use 
computers as easily as they use telephones today. 

“If people regard computers as dehumanizing, 
threatening their jobs, invading their privacy or in- 
creasing government control,”’ he said, “‘they will 
reject the professed benefits of the Information Age.”’ 

In addition to making computers friendly, 
Buchsbaum said three other things are necessary to 
make the Information Revolution a benign one: 

¢ The communications network that will link these 
millions of terminals must be efficient as well as 
simple and inexpensive to use. 

¢ Technical standards must be set to permit the 
network to evolve in an orderly fashion and to insure 
that the hundreds of computer and terminal manufac- 
turers can know how their equipment will interface 
with it. 

e There must be stability in the industry so that 
there is an understanding of who will provide what 
services. 

In describing the Bell System’s efforts to develop 
friendly computer-based information systems that 
even the most naive person can use, Buchsbaum said a 
number of trials are under way. The Bell System is 
cooperating with other industries to learn what people 
want from an information system, how they could use 
it, and what price they would be willing to pay. 

At Bell Labs, he said, research efforts are underway 
to develop even ‘‘friendlier’’ interfaces between hu- 
mans and computers that can, for example, accept 
instructions and provide information orally in a man- 
ner similar to person-to-person interactions. 

In order to transmit the information that will be 
generated by the millions of terminals, Buchsbaum 
said the Bell System network is evolving to an inte- 
grated digital network. This network will have its own 
separate signaling and control system—Common 
Channel Interoffice Signaling, a sophisticated packet 
switched data network—which sets up connections 
faster and helps make it possible kto provide custom- 
ers with new Information Age services. 

Buchsbaum used the Bell System network as an 
example of the need for standards.

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Tax Shelter Caution Advised 


Secretary of State Michael Joseph Connolly strongly 
urges Massachusetts investors to seek professional 
advice before investing in tax shelter programs. gen- 
erally, tax shelter programs and investments are set 
up in the form of limited partnerships, whereby an 
investor or limited partner may deduct a multiple of 
the amount he contributes to the limited partnership 
Investors should be wary of programs which advertise 
high multiple deductions in relation to their financial 
commitment. 

‘The number of tax shelter programs has more than 
doubled in the past two years, with the greatest num- 
ber of filings occuring in November and December as 
upper income investors look for ways to diminish their 
taxable income. Clearly, the majority of these invest- 
ment programs are legitimate offerings and provide 
an important mechanism to raise capital for private 
industry,’ Connolly said. 

Connolly notes that his staff reviewed 812.private 
placement tax shelter offerings in 1980. Of that num- 
ber, 69 offerings were withdrawn by the promoters for 
not meeting state standards. In the first six months of 
the year, Connolly received over 500 filings with 69 
withdrawals, an increase in activity of 77 percent. 

Accounting for the significant increase in tax shelter 
filings Connolly said, ‘As inflation has increaswd 
peoples’ incomes, even though disposable incomes 
may not be any greater, many citizens have been 
pushed into higher tax brackets. Consequently, more 
people have determined that they need some shelter to 
ease their tax burden. This need has been filled by a 
proliferation of tax shelter investments to meet the 
increased demands. 

‘‘Theabusive tax shelter scheme, however, can pre- 
sent serious risks to the investor. The Internal Reve- 
nue Service has repeatedly stated that they will be 
most vigilant in reviewing tax returns in order to 
identify instances where taxpayers and promoters 
attempt to evade the nation’s tax laws. There have 
been occasions in the past where federal grand juries 
have handed down indictments in tax shelter schemes 
against promoters and investors for tax evasion. 
Therefore, investors should be careful to thoroughly 
review all offering literature and consult with an 
attorney or qualified investment counselor before 
making such an investment,’’ Connolly said. 

The Securities Division of the Secretary of State’s 
office administers and enforces the Massachusetts 
’ Uniform Securities Act, a law designed to protect the 
investing public from potential fraud and unfair sales 
practices.

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Christmas Tree Care Suggestions 


In homes all over the world, the 
Christmas tree has come to be the most 
important holiday decoration. After you 
have selected your tree, there are several 
things you can do to insure that it will stay 
safe and attractive throughout the long 
holiday season 

Steve Kalisz, forester for the University 
of Massachusetts cooperative Extension 
Service, suggests that if you buy your tree 
early, store it outside. First, cut the butt 
of the tree at a diagonal about one inch 
above the original cut. This will aid in the 
absorption of water. Next, put the tree ina 


container of water and place it in a shaded 
area, sheltered from the wind. This will 
help keep the tree from drying out. 
When the tree is brought into the home, 
saw the butt again, this time squaring off 
the diagonal. Place the tree in a stand that 
will hold water and is sturdy enough to 
support the weight of the tree. Be sure to 
refill the container daily with water 


If your tree is too tall for your home, 
shorten it by cutting off some of the bot- 
tom—not the top. This will maintain the 
shape of the tree and help to keep it attrac-

pointed out, the difference between a 10 
and 15-year rate would amount to only a 
13-cent difference on the tax rate in the 
first year, and a smaller difference in the 
years after that.

voting for a 13-year issue instead. (Begley 
‘Said a 13-year issue would be more attrac- 
tive to investors than a 15-year issue — but 
less attractive than 10 years. ) 

The bankers and Muise also advised the 
board to forget the possibility of splitting 
the bond into several $2 or $3 million 
offerings. “I don’t think splitting the issue 
is a good idea — not today,”’ the treasurer 
remarked. 

Despite the concern over high interest 
rates, the bankers reassured the board 
that there would be no problem selling the 
bonds.

YEAR 
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Debt Not Exempted 


School Budget Life Preserver 
Appears To Be Sinking

The School Committee’s hopes that 
state lawmakers would toss a life preserv- 
er to Andover’s fiscal 1983 school budget 
began to sink this week, and the threat of 
more than $2 million in budget cuts began 
to seem more ominous. 

The state Senate has acted on legislation 
to amend Proposition 24%, Schoolman Mi- 
chael Giammusso reported to his col- 
leagues Tuesday night, but they 
eliminated a provision that would have 
exempted debt service from the limits of 
2% with voters’ approval of a referendum 
question. 

That exemption would be the salvation 
of the school budget: Without it, the bud- 
get will be burdened with debt service 
from the $13.72 million school building 
program — and $2 mfillion will have to be 
slashed. 

“Many, many people will lose their 
jobs,’’ Chairman Joseph Finn predicted. 
“In my opinion, we would no longer have 
an outstanding school system — and that 
would be a dark day in the town.”’ 

The House version of the bill does in- 
clude the debt service exemption, and the 
two branches are now trying to work out a 
compromise on the legislation, so there is 
still some chance the exemption will pass 
into law, Giammusso said. 

But both the Heuse and Senate agree 
that cities and towns may not call for 
referendums on modifying Proposition 242 
until after July 1, 1982 — too late to help 
Andover’s 1983 school budget. 

“The (Senate’s) watered-down version 
may be worse than no bill at all,’’ Giam- 
mussso said, because if it passes, the 
legislators may be less inclined to act 
favorably on an individual piece of home- 
rule legislation submitted by Andover. 

“Tf this bill passes in any form, it does 
not help us at all,”’ Schoolman Don Robb 
added. ‘‘It can only hurt us.”’ 

A town subcommittee made up of rep- 
resentatives from the selectmen and 
school, school building and finance com- 
mittees met last week, Giammussso said.

abling legislation to exempt Andover’s 
school debt service from 2% (perhaps 
during annual town meeting in April), 
submitting that proposal to the state law- 
makers, and then coming back to a later 
town meeting session (perhaps in June) 
for their approval of the exemption. 

But Robb suggested that process could 
be speeded up by asking voters to approve 
the proposed legislation with a referen- 
dum question on the annual town election 
ballot in March, rather than waiting for 
town meeting. Finn directed Giammusso 
to follow up on that idea. 

The committeemen concluded that if the 
legislators exclude the debt service 
exemption provision from the law, And- 
over will submit its own home-rule legis- 
lation requesting that exemption for the 
school budget. 

And if the lawmakers do opt for the debt 
service provision, Andover will petition 
for an exemption from the July 1 restric- 
tion on calling referendums, so that And- 
over may vote on the exemption in time to 
apply it to the fiscal 83 budget. 

Moving on to the budget in question, the 
schoolmen reiterated that they will be 
working with two budgets this year: a 
$14.6 million budget based on the assump- 
tion that, one way or another, debt service 
will be exempted from 2%; and a $12.6 
million ‘‘worst case’’ budget based on 2% 
as it now stands. 

Supt. Kenneth Seifert and Business Man- 
ager Francis Paul presented the school- 
men with two sets of figures this week. 
The first were for a level service budget, 
with a seven percent increase over last 
year’s budget, totalling $14.9 million. 

The second were for the debt service- 
exemption budget of $14.6 million, rep- 
resenting a five percent increase over last 
year’s budget. 

To reach that total, Paul explained, 
$291,000 had to be cut from the budget: 
$34,000 from the business office account; 
$102,000 from salaries; $25,000 from in- 
structional materials; $20,000 from custo- 
dians’ overtime; $45,000 from heating; 
$20,000 from utilities; $37,000 from build- 
ing maintenance; and $8,000 from pro- 
grams with other districts. 

Even the higher, $14.9 million budget is 
‘‘a lean, clean first pass, compared to the 
old days,” Seifert noted. 

To make the budget ‘“‘more meaningful 
to the public’, as well as the committee, 
the superintendent explained that Paul has 
broken it down into a “‘functional-pro- 
gram’’ format, detailing salaries and ex- 
penses for 26 program categories (plus a 
Community Services category that will 
not be used. ) 

Definitions are included for each of the 
categories, which are: School Committee, 
superintendent’s office, supervision, prin- 
cipals, teaching, textbooks, library serv- 
ices, audio visual, guidance, evaluation,

attendance and census, health, transporta- 
tion, food services, student body activ- 
ities, other student body activities; 
custodial services, heating (oil), utilities, 
maintenance of grounds, building mainte- 
nance, equipment maintenance, fixed 
charges, equipment acquisition over $400, 
and programs with other districts. 

As the proposed budget figures are 
shown to PTOs and teachers for their 
input, items will be further explained 
where needed, Seifert added. The adminis- 
tration plans to return to the schoolmen in 
late January with a complete budget, and 
options for the committee to consider. 

Finance Committee Chairman Ruth 
Dunbar commended Paul for developing 
the new program format. 

“In the middle of all this grimness,’’ she 
commented, ‘‘at least you will have more 
useful materia! to work with this year, and 
that makes the job easier.”’

A couple of scenes which have marred Andover’s 
gateway for a few months are due for correction 

The Peabody House at Phillips Academy, severely 
damaged by fire last May, and the clock on the Memo- 
rial Bell Tower at the academy which has not worked 
for several months will soon be taken care of, accord- 
ing to academy officials.

Cost of such work would far exceed the insurance 
settlement as well as requiring costs in excess of the 
usefulness of the building to the academy’s needs, 
Nielsen said.

One of the country’s most distinguished archaeolog- 
ist, Richard MacNeish, has been appointed a research 
professor at Boston University’s Center for Archaeolo- 
gical Studies. MacNeish, director of the Robert S 
Peabody Foundation at Phiilips Academy in Andover, 
and a member of the National and the British Acade- 
my of Sciences, will join the faculty as professor of 
archaeology next September 

A pioneer in the study of the origins of agriculture, 
MacNeish has conducted major excavations in Cana- 
da, the U.S., Mexico, Belize and Peru. In January he 
will return to Belize for five months to continue his 
study of the remains of the Maya from 2000 to 9000 B.C 
The earliest evidences of man in Central America, 
these remains first became known through MacNe- 
ish’s work about a year ago. ~ 

‘*Excavations and Chronology,”’ the most recent of 
more than 200 publications by MacNeish and the sec- 
ond volume in the series ‘“The Prehistory of the Ayocu- 
cho Basin, Peru,” was published this month by the 
University of Michigan Press.
